President Clevdiin;!, denied an alleged 
Interview with him that apuear^d ir. u 
New York paper in which he wa& 
made to say that plans had bo >n do- 
ctded upon at a meeting in New Yorli 
tor the reorgantiatlon ot the Demo- 
cratio party. Aaked If he line.v 
whether such a meeting had been held 
to New York, Mr. Dickinson said: "1 
decline to malie any statement. I am 
not engaced in promoting aiiy more- 
mwi for tbe reorganitatlon of the 
party. If a meeting is called. 1 pie- 
sunip I s1ki.11 I.c invited." When aaked 
if such a meeting will be called, Mr. 
DlcklMon lald, "I decline to be drawn 
Into any details." 

Anent the tallc of reorganizing the 
Democratic party a number of Demo- 
crats have been interviewed, and au 
epitome of their oplnlona fMlows: 

Ex-President nrover Cleveland at 
Princeton wrote and signed the fol'o v 
ing: "I have heard nothing about a 
movement on foot for the regenera- 
tion of the Democratic party, but 1 
hope stops will be taken In that di 
rectlon. I am not willing to uj*;e any 
■tatement now." 

John O. Carlisle.— "An Immediate 
return to the consenratire and patrU 
otic position opptipied by the i)arty be- 
fore it was deniorulizod by Populism 
- and free silver Republicans in 181<t; 
will Invite all true Democrats in ^n 
active opposition to the objectionable 
policies of the a lininistration, insur" 
the sflccess of our northern friends in 
■tat^ and local contests, and prepare 
the ^ay for a great national victory in 
1904." 

William r. Whitney.— "It Is evident 
that rigorous measures in the way of 
repudiating fLlse gods and fal^e piiu- 
ciplee are required. It is not « matter 
of the coming together of the tttctlons. 
It is a matter of adopting principles 
that are for the good of the country 
and that represent the old Democ 
racy." 

Hoke Smith, Atlanta, Oa.— "I doubt 

the advisability of a distinct move 
nient by a few men with the purpose 
ot reorganization. A party which can 
poll the enormous vote'thAt the Dem 
ocratic party has recently polled Is far 
from being a dead party. More con 
servative course will prevail in tuture 
Democratic conventions." 

Bz-Qovernor Stmie, vice chairman 
ot the national Democratic committee, 
said: "This talk about a reorgani^a 
tion Is absurd. The Democratic party 
is already organized. It by reorgan- 
ization Is meant a change In the na- 
tional committee, that ^ill have to bp 
done at the next national conveutiou. 
If by reorganization is meant a radical 
change ot platform with a canaidate 
whose views accord with it, that will 
also have to await the next national 
convention. If tlie n.'xt national con- 
vention wants a new national commit- 
.tee, I am willing to abide by the ver- 
diet of the convention. I have noted 
that those men who clamor' for reor- 
ganization after defeat lire the very 
ones that contributed to defeat." 

Bx-Oovernor John P. Altgeld. — "The 
leoond defeat of Bryan will not result 
in a complete reorganization of the 
party. Hryan is 2,000,000 votes stronger 
than any other man in the party, and 
If we can not elect himi we enn not 
elect anybody. The reiult simply 
shows that money ran control Ameri- 
can elections. Issues have nothing to 
do with it If we had declared for the 
gold standard our defeat would have 
been worse." 

Horace Boles of Iowa. — "My belief is 
we should drop 10 to 1. I.ei the money 
' question rest while conditions remain 
as at present. Organise Democratic 
flubs In every voting precinct to send 
delegates to county, from county to 
state, and from state to national con- 
vention of delegates to meet periodic- 
ally and formulate a platfcM-m for tbf 
party. This should bp l;;is;>d on priu- 
ciples enunciated ia our Decdarution of 
Independeiwe." 

Senator Jo|itt Morgan, Alabama.— 
"The Democratic party heeds no re- 
construction. It needs fidelity to lis 
creed, which has stood for 100 year.s. 
At present it demands the payment ol 
the national debt and a return to th( 
'specie basis' tor banking. It demands 
the restoratfDn to the states of the pj< 
tlusive righi to determine tho quuUfl 
cation of voters."

New York, NoV. t.^enator Hannn, 
chairman of the national Kepublican 
committee, arrived here from Cieve- 
Inadi Ohia' in spcnklnc of the 
election he said:. "The people of this 
country were overwhelmingly in favoi 
of sound money, la.v and order and a 
contlnutlon of that policy which 
stands <or prosperity. Patriotism and 
loyalty to the flag were strong factors 
fn this campaign and that together 
with the (5old Deuioerats, combined to 
bring about this result. He said: 
"Nebraska was the greatest victory ot 
all. We made a hard fight In that 
state; we went for it for all we were 
worth and while we did out utmost 
and hoped for the best, we did not ex- 
pect to carry IL We have carried 
Kentucky and we have not yet givei 
up hope of receiving her electotal vol*" 
and we do not propose to give up. Wo 
have carried the state and we propose 
to fight for It."

Lexington, Ky., Nov. 9. — The can- 
vassing of the returni of Tuesday s 
election is likely to cause trouble in 
various ways and already the com t 
has been invoked to undo blunders of 
election ofHcers. The blundering be- 
gan by a tailure of the county clerk 
to furnish election officers duplicate 
forms for certifying the returns. Thus 
it happens that in several precincts the 
only official certificate of the vote Is 
locked up in ballot boxes v/hicli, un- 
der the law, cannot be opened for six 
months. It Is possible the whole vote 
of the county may be affected. A man 
damus has been granted directing the 
opening at one of the boxes. The 
board of election commissioners met 
Friday to canvass the vote.

BEY A M '3 STATE MENT. 

Bxprenses His Opinion on the Result 

Ofthn Kliction. 
Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 9.— In a state 
ment summing up the causes which 
contiibuted to the Republican vIC' 
tory, Mr. Bryan eays: "The re- 
sult was a surprise to me and 
the magnitude of the Republican 
victory was a surprise to our oppo 
nenta as well as to those who voted 
our ticket. It is Impossible to analyze 
the rtduins until tliey are more com- 
plete, but speaking generally we seem 
to have gained In the large cities and 
to have lost In the smaller cities and 
in the country. -The Republi- 
cans were able to se^vire tick- 
ets or passes for all their vot 
ers who were away from home, and 
this gave them considerable advan 
tage. We have no way of knowing at 
this time ho.v much money w:is tpenl 
in the purchase of votes and in colo 
nlzatlon. But, while these would ac- 
count for some of the Republican 
gains, they could not account for the 
widespread increase in the Re[)uljliean 
vote. The prosperity argument was 
probably the mqtt potent one used by 
the Republicans. They compared pres- 
ent conditions with the panic times of 
1893 to 189G. .lud this a;Kunient had 
weight with those who did not stop to 
consider the reason tor the change. 
The appeal, 'Stand by the prealdent 
while the wr Is on,' had a great deal 
of influence among these who did not 
realize th|it a war against a doctrine 
ot self-government in the PblUpplnee 
must react upon us in this country. 
We made an honest fight upon an hon- 
est platform, and having done oui 
duty, we have nothing to regret. Wc 
were defeated but not discouraged. 
The fight must go on. 1 am surf that 
Republican policies will he repudiated 
by the p<\MJle win n the tendency o; 
these policies is fully understood." 

Mr. Bryan said he would not be a 
senatorial candidate before the new 
Nebraska l'>gislature. He denied the 
report that he would remove from Ne- 
braska and make Texas his home.

It must be held 
until after the election is over. Th.s 
would imperil our chances and get us 
Into a useless wrangle. I have also 
wired Davies."

The aggregate cost of the foreign mall 
service was f2. 158.033. It la esti- 
mated that H.;n8,s04 was received 
by the postollice department as 
postage on articles exchanged 
with 11 foreign countries. Can- 
Uln Brooks says the rule under which 
the mails for the tians-Atlantlc desti- 
nations were for many years assigned 
to the fast4>st vessels available tor their 
conveyance, has not been rigidly ad- 
hered to during the ye.ir just closed, 
preference having be;'n given to ves- 
sels flying the liag of the United States. 

Parcels post mails despatched from 
the United Statfs luriii'^ the year ag- 
gregated l,"S,i;'S, an iie iiase of 28.

They are 
outside th^ geographical boundaries 
laid down in the treaty ol peace oon> 
eluded at Paris.

Onions a Profitable Crop -A New Hardy 
Peaeb, tbe Bokara-Utber Kens. 

An Iowa man this treason raised sixty 
bushels of onions on ten equare rods of 
ground, which he sold at 75 cents per 
bushel. An acre of such a crop of 
onions would have yielded 900 bushels, 
and, if sold at the same figure, woald 
have brought in the large sum of f720. 
Not one half mile from where this crop 
was raised another man bad an acre of 
com, which he took no care of, which 
gave him about twenty bushels, of a 
market value of 1460.

A marine journal says: "Again the 
supremacy of the Kanawha, W. Va., dis- 
trict is asserted through ite superior lo- 
cation, in its ability to deliver coal to 
Southern ports long in advance of its 
Pittsburg oompatitora in aeaaona of 
drouth. 

"A suddefa, rapid rise took place in the. 
Kanawhji river, aided by the New river, 
on October 26th. When it came there 
were .1,500,000 bushels (113,000 tons) of 
loaded coal at Point Pleasant, the mouth 
of the Kanawha riTer, waiting lit a rise 
in the Ohio. On that diiv and the fol- 
lowing morning eiKhteeu towboats, with 
S74 bargee and thirt?-one flats left the 
mouth of the Kanawha for Ohio river 
ports. Coal is very high and scarce in 
Cincinnati and Louiiville and the arrival 
of this large quantity was a great relief 
to the coal oonsumere and also very 
much benefit to the Kanawha coal op- 
erators. There are over 26,000,000 bush- 
els of loaded coal at Pittsburg, which 
has been ^here since May waiting; lor a 
rise in the Ohio. Sixty-five barges of the 
coal that went oat this trip came 
from the coat plants owned by the 
Monongahela River CbuBolidated Coal 
and Ooke Company, the Pittibnrg river 
eo«l combine in the Kanawha district."
